It is noted that while the applicant orally traversed the restriction, as the 
subsequent response did not specifically point out the alleged deficiencies of the 
restriction the election was treated as being without traverse. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 22, 23, and 64 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 64 
distinguishes itself over the prior art of record with regards to the substantially equal 
amount of water with regards to the reaction mixture volume added in the first step of 
claim 21 . The closet prior art of record all teach a substantial excess of water in the 
being added to the reaction mixture (See e.g. Funaoka et al., JP 2002/105240). There 
is nothing in the prior art of record to teach that the amount of water added to the 
lignocellulosic reaction mixture is a result effective variable. As such, a person having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention would not have found it obvious to 
optimize the amount of water added during the process..
